The fire broke out in a

shortly after 5 o’clock. Seven com­ 
panies answered the alarm and fire 
lines laid for four 
or five 
city 
blocks to the site of the refinery 
which adjoins the 
residence dis­ 
trict. 
Shortly before 9 o’clock the cap­ 
tains and their men were 
on the 
ladder which extended over the top 
of a tank adjoining the 
burning 
oil. The oil in this tank was be-J 
ing drawn off 
when 
the 
ladder 
broke and the men fell into 
the | 
tank. A chemical extinguisher au-j 
tomatically released by the heat of! 
the burning oil nearby, authorities 
said, covered the oil and the fumes 
set free from it were believed to I 
have overcome the struggling fire- i 
men. They sank almost at once and 
the bodies 
later 
were 
recovered i 
through a man hole at the bottom j 
of tho tank. 
The ofther firemen suffered se-- 
verely because the mercury was 2 * 
below- zero. The cause of the fire 
and loss have not been determined.

STONEWALL JACKSON CENTENARY 


Today marks the one hundredth anniversary of the birth 
of Stonewall Jackson, one of the greatest soldiers of the nine­ 
teenth century, and dear to Uie heart of every Southerner. 
Jackson was a graduate of West Point, although he did 
" n t rank as a particularly brilliant student. His first active 
cl vice was in the Mexican war where most of the leading 
generals of both North and South received their baptism of 
fire and which prepared them for their careers in the strug­ 
gle between the states. 
However, after the war closed Jackson resigned from 
the army and for a number of years followed teaching. 
When the civil war broke out he was given the commission 
of a colonel and it was in this position that he saved the day 
at Bull Run when the Confederate army was almost defea- 
ed and thus helped to turn a crushing defeat into a brilliant 
victory. He rose rapidly to the rank of lieutenant general 
v 'i when he met his untimely death he was on the point of 
• «ing the greatest victory of his career. 
1 ck«f>n was a man who never shirked responsibility. 
rare power of keeping his own counsel and act 
x <■»! ms own judgment in any emergency. Plain and unas- 
•U2 ing in his manner he as the idol of his soldiers who prid­ 
ed themselves on being under his command. With the utmost 
confidence existing between the commander and his men a 
moi - effective force did not exist in either army. He never 
lost 
battle of any consequence and General Lee spoke from 
his 
art when at Jackson’s death he declared he had lost 
his r ght arm. The friendship of these great men was as that 
of Damon and Pythias. Neither ever felt a pang of jealousy 
of the other and while they were together the fullest confi­ 
dence and co-operation existed. It was this that marked the 
greatness of both characters. 
Jackson was a devout Christian. He acted from a sense 
of Christian duty and lived a model Christian life at all 
times. It was not unusual to find him oil his knees in his 
tent and it was the sense of being sustained by a higher 
power that supplied much of the motive force that carried 
Jackson through his most strenuous days. There can be no 
doubt that had be been spared he would have been even 
greater in the heart-breaking days of reconstruction than as 
a commander on a field of battle. 
Time has healed most of the wounds of the great con­ 
flict and angry passions have given way to clearer vision of 
men and events. All sections can now 
take 
pride 
in the 
achievements of the leaders of both sides of the conflict that 
resulted from the controversy over the disputed rights of the 
federal and state governments. We can now regard all as 
Americans and accord each his just dues. Thus the South 
ts long recognized Lincoln as a friend and no one thinks 
of him as merely the head of one section of United States. 
*o-

Today marks the one hundredth anniversary of the birth 


of Stonewall Jackson, one of the greatest soldiers of the nine- 
teenth century, and- dear to tfte heart of every Southerner. 


Jackson was a graduate of West Point, although he did 


T'.of rank as a particularly brilliant student. His first activ 
,-crvice was in the Mexican war where most of the leading 
generals of both North and South received their baptism of 
fire and which prepared them for their careers in the strug 
gle'between the states. 


However, after the war closed Jackson resigned from 


the army and for a number o'f years followed teaching 
When the civil war broke out he was given.the commission 
of a colonel and it was in this position that he saved the daj 
at Bull Run when the Confederate army was almost defea- 
!ed and thus helped to turn a crushing defeat into a brillian' 
victory. He rose rapidly to the rank of lieutenant, genera 
,-.->d when he met his untimely death he was on the point o; 
v. ::<..,injr the greatest victory of his career.

He nevei 
lost :. battle of any consequence and General Lee spoke'from 
his :;.-nrt when at Jackson's death he declared he had lost 
his ;-:ght arm. The friendship of these great men was as that 
of Damon and Pythias. Neither ever felt a pang of jealousy 
of the other and while they were together the fullest confi- 
dence and co-operation existed. It was this that marked the 
ccreatness of both characters. 


Jackson was a devout Christian. He acted from a sense 


of Christian duty and lived a model Christian life at all 
times. It was not unusual to find him on his knees in his 
tent and it was the sense of being sustained by a higher 
power that supplied much of the motive force that carried 
Jackson through his most strenuous days. There can be no 
doubt that had be been spared he would have been even 
greater in the heart-breaking days of reconstruction than as 
a commander on a field of battle. 


Time has healed most of the wounds of the great con- 


flict and angry passions have given way to clearer vision of 
men and events. All sections can now take 
pride 
in the 


achievements of the leaders of both sides of the conflict that 
resulted from the controversy over the disputed rights of the 
federal and state governments. We can now regard all as 
Americans and accord each his just dues.

Slash From Legislature 


NORMAN, ,Jan. 21.— (Special) — 


The 
proposed cut 
of 
$70,000 In 


the appropriations of the University 
01' Oklahoma by the survey com- 
mittee of the extraordinary session 
of the legislature will bo impossible 
tor the -present year, Dr, J. S. Bu- 
chanan, iicting president ofthe uni- 
versity, said Tuesday. 


"We cannot cut our salary ap- 


propriation this year because 
we 


have already under contracts teach- 
ers for every cent of ttiis money 
and the only'fund left is the main- 
taiuance fund which contains slight- 
ly less than ?oO,000 and must run 
us until June 30," D. Buchannua 
said, 


"The 
university is now operat- 


ing at a per capita cost which Is 
U'reatly under most state univer- 
sities of the United States and but 
five state institutions are operated 
ut a lower per capita cost. 


"The University of Oklahoma has 


the greatest number 
of 
students 


per teacher of any, other state uni- 
versity in the United Statoj, and 
the teachers teach more houis. 


Dr. Buchanan submitted a detail- 


ed report of -conditions o'f tho Uni- 
versity of Oklahoma to John H. 
Oarlock, chairman of 
the 
survey 


committee of 
the legislature, 
in 


which 
he outlined needs . of 
the 


university and compared them to 
the income to meet these needs. , 


The University of Oklahoma Is 


composed of a graduate school; a 
college of arts and sciences which
